“Suggestions have been made that the 
United States ought to aid in the drain- 
age of swamp’lands belonging to the 
State or private owners, because if it 
is drained it would be exceedingly val- 
uable for agriculture and contribute to 
the general welfare by extending the 
area of cultivation. recate 
agitation in favor of such a reason.

The  irregulari- 
tles were discovered by expert ac- 
countants, and immediately the detect- 
ives of the Burns and, Sheridan Na- 
tional Detective Agency and the 
of every city on the Pacific Coast were 
advised to him on sight. 

That Ev carefully planned his 
Right is proven by the fact that he 
timed his going with the date on which 
he was supposed to start on his annual 
vacation—September 17. And it was 
only after his allotted two weeks were 
up and he failed to return, that the 
bank officials became suspicious. Even 
then so cleverly did Evans have the 
irregularities concealed that it was 
several days before the accountants 
discovered that considerable amounts 
had been appropriated by him. After 
that the work was easy, and the miss- 
ing total jumped within the subse- 
quent days from hundreds to thous- 
ands. As yet the investigation by the 
accountants is understood to be -unfin- 
ished; and it is feared by the detectives 
that ere the last figure is checked up 
the total will exceed $50,000. 

A LAVISH SPENDER. 

Though Evans was of a quiet and 
unostentatious temperament abroad, 
with his intimate friends he spent 
money lavishly. He hearkened often to 
the pale glow of the white lights, the 
dizzy rhapsody of the wine, and loved 
to linger long over the bow! wherein 
was cast the mellowed reflection of 
some woman, With his friends he was a 
prince of good fellows, who rarely 
made his presence felt more by what 
he did than what he said.

When questioned yesterday, Cashier 
Seyler said: “Yes, it is true that 
one of our tellers, Wilson B. Evans, 
has disappeared, and irregularities in 
his accounts amounting to thousands 
of dollars have been unearthed. We 
have reported the matter to the 
Burns and Sheridan National Detect- 
ive Agency, and believe that he will be 
apprehended. Evans has been miss- 
ing since September 17. At that time 
he started on his annual vacation. 
When he failed to return, an investi- 
gation was made, and irregularities 
were found in his accounts.” 

According to attaches of the bank, 
Evans’ peculations span a period of 
months. The money was taken in 
amall sums at first, but toward the 
last he became more beld, and did not 
touch anything under a three figure 
denomination. While it took a goodly 
portion of the missing money to cover 
the expenses of his easy mode of life, 
the bank attaches and the police believe 
that Evans carried away with him a 
large amount into his absconder's re- 
treat.
